5 */ The border guard troops wore Idiaki -colored uniforms with green rhombic patches 
on the stand-up collar * Officers wore silver braids and siTve stars on the 
collar patches* The epaulets were also khaki-colored and bora only insignia of 
rariu The troops wore round op square caps with green edging and a green 
ribbon, f 1 ; 

6 0 Training was done mainly at the quarters* Tlie morale of the soldiers was apparent- 
ly high, and their political attitude toward the Polish Government positive „ 
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mitia (no). 

7* Prior to Harch 1950 , the Militia headquarters was located on Ring in Vfelfiexibarg- 
Altstadt and controlled four militia offices in and around VJaldenburg. All 
militia offices were designated^ "Koranenda Miiicja Qbywatelska jalbraych" in 
white letters on a red signboards 

8* The Militia headquarters was staffed by 35 to U0 militia men, and each of the 
militia offices by about 20 men* Militia personnel consisted of 25-year-old 
volunteers who belonged to the PPR and were billeted in private quarters* Officers 
wore uniform jackets with shirts and nmk ties* Militia men wore stand-up collars 
with blue patches and round caps with a blue ribbon* 

Security Police (UB) Unit. 

Prior to March 1950, the Up office was located in a foxner school on Sandstrasse 
in the center of Waldenburg and had a personnel of at least 30, who averaged 35 
years of age® Poles said that the UB personnel were recruited only from among 
volunteers <> 

10o UB members wore a greenish-brown uniform with epaulets of the same color* 

Triangular black patches wore worn at the tips of the collars by officers and 
men| the former had worn square red patches with silver stars prior to 19ll9 a 
The UB personnel wore vizor-type caps with a red ribbon®

n 0 Prior to March 1950 s the 17-year-old mining students who worked in coal mines were 
integrated into the 3P and quartered in barracks 0 They remained at their mines but 
were placed under the jurisdiction of the 3P* 

12® SV members wore a light-brown uniform consisting of trousers and a type of wind 
jacket with an open collar* They wore a silver-braid chevron with the point up 
on their upper left sleeve and a red-and^?hite triangle on their field caps* 


Youth Organization* 

13® Prior to March 1950, all 10 to l5~ycar~olds were members of iareerse, the Polish Youth 
Organisation* Membership was mandatory, but activities were performed very per- 
functorily 0 Attendance in b'aldenburg was negligible in the fall of 1950 « The 
.Harems® program provided for night meetings twice a week, out-door games on 
Sundays and extensive hikes during the summer®
